There must be some game which 
would be lots of fun, but I can’t seem to think of the 
right one. [With his lock of hair again in his eyes, he 
pensively goes back to his whittling. 

HazeL_—|[who for some reason is anxious to return to 
the Macbeth theme.|—Well, since Smitty 2 is so keen on 
Macbeth, why don’t we sing that new Russian opera, 
“Lady Macbeth of N ?’’ Of course, I think | 
could do the leading part, perhaps a little better than 
the rest of you.

FLORENCE. Oh kids, I know a lovely game. It’s 
called gossip. Some one leaves the group and the rest 
all tell things they know about that person, and then 
he comes back and tries to guess who said them. It’s 
really lots of fun—and educational, too.
